What 
would our little grey cells do for 
exercise? 

Well, the latest controversy, in 
my humble opinion, shouldn'teven 
be one. 

Yep, some people are offended 
that from the north view of the new 
home of Edmonton’s Women's 
Emergency Accommodation Cen- 
tre (WEAC), one may actually see - 
oh, horror of horrors - prostitutes! 
Arm yourselfimmediately with cru- 
cifixes and garlic. Be warned, and 
be acutely aware.

Let’s deal with the superficial part 
first. On any given day, one can see 
prostitutes from the south, west 
and east views, as well as the north 
view of the Gibson Block, com- 
monly known as the Flatiron 
building. The building is, after all, 
in what a lot of people call skid 
row. What else does one expect of 
‘skid row?" 

So, who’s going to have to look 
at these ghastly, unspeakable crea- 
tures? 

Many of the women who find 
refuge in WEAC have themselves 
come from the streets of the inner 
city; too many-of them were 

_dumped there, as beds at local 

Dinca health care facilities 

closed. These women won't be 

~ shocked. Some of the women stay- 

ing at WEAC have come from 

abusive environments. Their 

hearts will go cut in sympathy to 

_ those women who make their liv- 

ing by renting their bodies to 
abusers. 

And those women who make 
WEAC their home as a substitute 
hospice, while they. wait out their 
last days, won't be looking out the 
windows. They'll be curled up in 
their beds, sweating, awaiting their 
next round of medication. 

The controversy isn’t really about 
the fact that street prostitutes con- 
duct their business near the new 
WEAC home, and how that fact 
might offend WEACs residents. 
Neither is it about the fact that 
immediately north of the Gibson 
Block, just across the avenue, live 
Peep shows operate inside a com- 
n peptrine Aaah if you 
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prostitutes have made a con- 
scious choice for this type of 
personal economy and lifestyle 

Rather, my comments should 
serve as a reminder that most com- 
munities have no visible or 
persistent presence of prostitution 
For the insulated, it can be all too 
€asy to say, in tones of righteous- 
ness: “Citizens shouldn't have to 
witness these activities.” 

So, let’s refocus this matter. 
WEAC would not relocate to anoth- 
er inner city building if its clients 
would be disturbed by the neigh- 
bourhood activities. WEAC's former 
location was in the inner city, 
though a slightly less populated 
part of the inner city. It does, none- 
theless, need to be near to those it 
wants to help 

The real issue here is the pros- 
titution, and its visible presence 

On my way to and from work, | 
have driven through the inner city 
core for the last 12 years. I can 
tell you who the real culprits are 
They are the men who drive to the 
city core in search of power and 
sexual gratification for a small 
price.Their ‘pleasure’ is often 
manifest by their victims’ bruises 
And, occasionally, most sadly, by 
their deaths. 

It's not the inner city men who 
circle the blocks in search of sex 
and power. I know. They don't 
have the money to drive the late- 
model cars that roam round and 
round those blocks. (Oh, if I 


could only afford the insurance 
rates to cover the damage I'd 
like to inflict upon those Mer- 
cedes, Caddys and Jags

It’s 
hard to believe these sad, battered 
women would welcome the sight 
of prostitutes shoving their hips at 
every car that passes the peep show 

Garber-Conrad shrugs off any 
concern over WEAC’s new location. 
“It's simply not an issue,” he says. 
“We'd be happy enough if it wasn’t 
there, but for the last 20 years we've 
been located across from the Sin- 
gle Men’s Hostel.” 

Says Garber-Conrad: “Every night 
at our last location there were sin- 
gle guys going in and out across 
the street.” 

Similarly, Garber-Conrad dis- 
misses questions about the wisdom 
of having large-plate glass windows 
running the length of the mainfloor 
on a women’s shelter. What hap- 
pens if an angry ex-husband or 
boyfriend appears with a rock, or 
even worse? 

“I suppose anything’s possible," 
concedes Garber-Conrad. “Noglass 
is unbreakable. But the fact that 
it’s [WEAC] right on Jasper Avenue 
should mean less of that. I think 
it’s unlikely we'll have any particu- 
lar difficulties.” 

Let’s face it. No one’s going to 
rain on Garber-Conrad’s parade. 
Not today. He’s three days away 
from having Mayor JanReimer crack 
a bottle of champagne across the 
front of the building, officially

A safe haven: Gibson Block reopens 


Abandoned by an absentee land- 
lord, the building sat empty for 
almost a decade. Garber-Conrad 
says he first thought of recovering 
the building when the Mayor talked 
about its fate in October, 1993 

At that time, ECCCC already had 
the funds in place to beginwork on 
a new home for the WEAC. But 
something about the Gibson Block 
caught Garber-Conrad’s attention 
He made his bid 

The City of Edmonton purchased 
the site in the fall of 1993 for 
$361,000 and then resold the prop- 
erty to ECCCC for $187,000. At the 
same time, the city gave the ECCCC 
a civic historic grant for $187,000 
Along with a $2.4 million mortgage 
guarantee from the provincial and 
federal governments, and dona- 
tions, the Gibson Blockconversion 
adds up to about $3 million 

Garber-Conrad might have had 
second thoughts about the project 
the first time he walked into the 
building. He recalls rooms filled 
with debris. “There were rooms 
filled with office furniture, 
rooms filled with insulation.” 

That was the least of his problems 
He discovered the main floor lacked 
aload-bearing wall. The missing wall 
had caused the whole building to 
sag. Still, says Garber-Conrad, “I 
wouldn't have got us into this if I 
didn’t think it could work.” 

He recruited architect Barry 
Johns to look after the building's 
tranformation. The decision was 
made to gut the interior and keep 
the exterior 

“It's the exterior that had the 


and 


historic features: the shape of the 
building, the bricks, cornices and 
the oak over the main door,” ex- 
plains Garber-Conrad. Selective 
demolition began last spring and 
work continued right up to the last 
possible moment. 

Early last week, just three days 
before the building's official re- 
opening, Garber-Conrad toured 
this reporter through the building. 
Garber-Conrad proudly showed off 
the rooms in the “toe” of the build- 
ing, each one set up to bea lounge, 
each one with six windows and a 
270 degree view. 

He walked down the corridor, saw- 
dust still unswept on the floors, and 
enthusiastically showed off the wom- 
en's rooms. Garber-Conrad talked 
about the dignity and pride that 
would come from a woman sharing 
a room with one other person, rath- 
er than being lodged in a dorm. 

All together, WEAC will be able 
to house 50 women. They'll be 
cared for by some 18 full and part- 
time staff working three shifts 
around the clock. The new shelter 
includes acommunity dining room 
on the main floor, a large kitchen, 
and a sick bay, where nurses from 
the nearby Boyle-McCauley Health

edneck. It’s a label that has 

dogged Alberta for years, and 
an image many Albertans have fought 
to refute. During the oil boom years 
of the 1970s we offered up our prov- 
ince’s committment to the arts and 
education as proof of our sophistica- 
tion. Although we may have 
acknowledged that there was a red- 
neck element within the province, 
we could content ourselves that it 
was not the true reflection of our 
province's character. 

How times change. After years of 
denying our redneck image, Alber- 
tans are suddenly faced with a 
reinsurgence of redneck pride. in 
recent months it has become per- 
missable, perhaps even 
fashionable, for people to proclaim 
themselves proud to be redneck 
Bumper stickers and license plates 
sporting the moniker have sprung 
up across the province in surpris- 
ing numbers. 

Liberal MLA Julius Yankowsky 
doesn’t consider himself a redneck. 
To him a redneck is someone who 
“wants to tell racial jokes and keepa 
gun rack in his truck.” However, he 
has drawn criticism for what some 
consider to be his conservative views 
within the Alberta Liberal Caucus. 
His views, particularly on the issue 
of including sexual orientation in 
Alberta's Individual Rights Protec- 
tion Act, have brought him into direct 
conflict with new Grit leader Grant 
Mitchell. “I’ve really been roasted in 
caucus,” explains the MLA for Ed- 
monton-Beverly-Belmont. He, and 
MLA Paul Langevin (who now sits as 
an independent), voted in caucus 
against entrenching gay rights earli- 
er this year. 





Award honors crash victim 
The Victoria Soccer Club will 
present an annual award to honor 
Bert Cunningham, the City of Ed- 
monton garbage collector who died 
in a traffic accident six months ago. 
The Bert Cunningham Memorial 
Award will be presented beginning 
next season to the Most Valuable 
Player for Victoria in the Major Soc- 
cer League. Cunningham played for 
the league for four seasons. 
Cunningham, 30, was returning 
from the city's Kennedale transfer 
station last year when a pick-up truck 
travelling at a high rate of speed 
crossed the centre line and veered 
into Cunningham’s garbage truck. 
Cunningham died four days later. 
The memorial award is a flat piece 
of Brazilian granite with a picture of 
Cunninghan carved into a metal plate 
with laser. Beside is a quote from 
Cunningham’s former co-worker 
Perry Gallant: “He was as bright as 
the sun and as colorful as a rainbow.” 
Cunningham's mother Rosel Sa- 
voury said: “It's terrific the Victoria 
Club is doing this to honor Bert. 
[Because of this, Bert will always be 
remembered. | know he’s proud too.”

Yankowsky admits to being some- 
what baffled as to why Mitchell and 
his supporters have been so ada- 
mant on the issue of homosexual 
rights. “I mean Grant Mitchell is a 
Catholic and other people in there 
(caucus) are Catholic and Catho- 
lics are very much supposed to be 
against this.” 

Soon after Mitchell was elected 
leader, the two met face-to-face to 
discuss the issue, at which time 
Yankowsky explains Mitchell told 
him “the decision was not a moral 
issue ... it’s a human rights issue.” 

In addition to rejecting the red- 
neck label, Yankowsky is also 
hesitant to embrace the label of a 
philisophical conservative. “Is be- 
ing anti-gay or trying to block their 
special rights - is that the conserv- 
ative way?” he asks. 

Other politicians - like Cypress- 
Medicine Hat MLA Lorne Taylor - 
have been more willing to em- 
brace the redneck label. Together 
with Saskatchewan Reform MP Lee 
Morrison — who proclaimed him- 
self proud to be redneck during 
his first speech to the House of 
Commons this past January — 
Taylor is often considered to be 
responsible for bringing the term 
back into vogue. Yet even Taylor 
insists there must be qualifiers on 
the term. 

“I only want to be called a red- 
neck if you define it,” explains 
Taylor, “and if you define it on 
certain terms then I don’t mind 
being called a redneck. But if you 
define it as some kind of non-edu- 
cated, racist hick from the hills then 
I don’t want to be called a red- 
neck.” 

However you define the word, it 
seems clear that more people than 

































People can log on to FreeNet ei- 
ther by using theirhome computer or 
at one of a number of workstations 
located throughout the city.

A former inner-city crack house 
reopened this week as a safe haven 
for street-walkers. The Edmonton 
Social Planning Council, along with 
social service agencies, businesses and 
city police, converted the concrete 


ever before are willing to embrace 
both the word and the values that 
come with it. For people like Trevor 
Harrison, a sociology professor at 
the University of Alberta, it has been 
an interesting phenomena to ob- 
serve. 

“For most of the people who 
claim that they are redneck or 
who take some pride in it, it 
seems to me that they are funda- 
mentally small-c conservatives. 
What interests me about it is 
why not simply call yourselves 
small-c conservatives?” explains 
Harrison. “What are they really 
trying to say by saying they are 
rednecks?” 

By describing themselves as hard- 
working, honest individuals, many 
rednecks are intentionally or unin- 
tentionally dividing Alberta society, 
says Harrison. “It’s really trying to 
say that anyone who isn’t a red- 
neck isn’t therefore hardworking 
and isn’t honest... it's a way of po- 
larizing or labelling anyone you 
don't agree with.” 

People can’t just pick and 
choose the meanings they attach 
to certain labels, Harrison says. 
Despite the origins of the word, 
“redneck now clearly does have 
a pretty pejorative sense in that 
it means people who are some- 
what mean-spirited, intolerant, 
perhaps even racist. Why would 
somebody who considers them- 
selves a small-c conservative 
want to take on a name with 
such negative connotations? 
What are they trying to say by 
going out of their way to take on 
a name with such a negative 
image right across the country?” 

The redneck resurgence appears 
to have be€n born in retaliation 


one full-time and two part-time em- 
ployees. 

To begin with, the drop-in centre 
will only be open to female prosti- 
tutes, said social planner Alison 
MacDonald. It will be up to the wom- 
en to decide whether male 
prostitutes can make use of the cen- 
tre. MacDonald added that on the 
street transvestites are generally 
considered as females and there- 
fore will be allowed to use the 
centre. 

“Safety is one of our prime is- 
sues,’ said MacDonald. “We wanta 
place where the women can feel 
secure.”

During the early 1970s, this 
brilliant, charismatic, psychopath- 
ic con man collected a band of 
followers who, under his leader- 
ship, robbed and killed what is 
estimated to be hundreds of inno- 
cent travellers. Sobhraj's victims, 
who included the murderers as well 
as the murdered, consisted prima- 
rily of North American and 
European young people — hippies 
who were travelling Southeast Asia 
searching for themselves. 

Sobhraj and his followers mur- 
dered and plundered their way 
across the continent until a 
failed attempt to rob and dis- 
patch 60 French tourists, that 
they had drugged, finally ended 
in their arrest, trial and impris- 
onment.

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Classical indie label taps into specialized market 





> tasamepehie how everyone al- 
ways tells you that anything that 
seems too good to be true usually 
is? Well, Klaus Heymann is in his 
seventh year of proving that old 
adage wrong. 

Heymann is the founder of Naxos 
Records, and since its inception in 
1987, it has carved a very special 
niche for itself in the very specialized 
world of classical music recordings 

In many ways, Heymann is the 
archetypal maverick. He founded the 
label while he was based in Hong 
Kong, and has seen it reach the point 
where now, it looks after its own 
distribution, even here in Canada 

The concept of budget and super- 
budget classical music is not new 
Ever since the days of vinyl LPs (re- 
member those’), record labels would 
take older recordings, re-package 
them, and reissue them for less than 
product in the current catalogue 


But Naxos is super -budget from 
the word “go.” Their recordings 
are new, and retail for about eight 
or nine bucks each. 

“When I was in southeast Asia, 
prices of CDs were far too 
expensive,"Heymann said, in an 
exclusive See Magazine interview. 

"People were used to buying LPs 
for much less, and business was 
stagnated. I hadn't thought of 
world-wide distribution at the time 
But after a little while of being in 
the Asian market with our CDs, the 
phones started ringing. So, I start- 
ed shipping to Europe.” 

He didn't get much support in 
the market in the beginning. 

“It was only the basic repertoire 


at first," said Heymann. "The major 
companies, Deutsche Grammo- 
phon, London, completely 


disregarded us at the beginning 
They figured we'd be gone inside 
18 months. That was five years ago.” 

Heymann, currently based in Eu- 
rope, where Naxos records are 
recorded, was in Toronto recently, 


to look in on Naxos’ new Canadian 
headquarters. At one time distribut- 
ed in Canada by S.R.1., Heymann felt 
Naxos could do better on its own. 

“§_R.1., we found, had too many 
other labels that it distributed,” he 
said. “They could do very little to 
promote our product.” 

While a lover of music, Heymann 
confesses that he was not a record 
industry mogul when he began to 
realize his dream. “I came to Hong 
Kong in 1967,” he said, “to open 
the American office of a monthly 
newspaper. But shortly after going 
there, I was bitten by the Hong 
Kong entrepeneurial spirit." 

Geography had a lot to do with 
the origins of his company. 

“If | had started Naxos anywhere 
else, I probably would have been 
taken more seriously,” he feels, 
“that’s probably why people 
thought I'd go away.” 

The big question, of course, is: 
how can he do it? How does Naxos 
record as much as they do (their 
current catalogue consists of some 






















































800 titles — in seven years!), and 
get away with such inexpensive 
pricing? 

“I’m a businessman,” he assures 
us. “This is not a charity. | make 
good money - more than some of 
the bigger labels, I’m sure." 

Healso keeps track of the expenses. 

“We watch costs. There’s only 15 
people at our headquarters, rather 
than the hundreds who work for 
the major labels. And we don't 
duplicate repertoire - that's expen- 
sive. Also, we don't promote 
individual artists and recordings — 
we promote the label as a whole." 

The thriftiness also extends to 
the packaging. 

"We also don't spend lots on cov- 
ers," adds Heymann. "We use art, 
rather than shots of the artists. When 
Itzhak Perlman records a new CD, 
the company. usually wants a new 
shot of him for the cover. So, they fly 
a photographer in from somewhere 
to take a bunch of pictures, and by 
the time they’re done all that, 
they've spent more on the cover 
than I do for a whole recording.” 

But their biggest success is at the 
retail level. “Plus, we sell lots, and 
can spread the costs that way. And 
something | think is unique to Nax- 
os — every title sells. That’s.a funny 
thing. But! think that because our 
prices are so low, people are more 
willing to experiment with music 
they haven’t heard before by buy- 
ing our recordings of it.” 

Beginning with the lions of the 
classical repertoire: the Beethovens, 
Mozarts, Chopins, and the rest, Nax- 
os moved in to the hearts, and homes, 
of CD collectors. The one corner 


they do not cut is in the artistic 


quality of their performances. Seve; 
al Naxos CDs have garnered Roseti¢, 
from the Penguin Guide, while ton, 
of others have earned three or mo, 
stars. Heymann feels the selection .; 
artistand repertoire done at Naxos ;

“When you have a big name ari, 
on your label, you sometimes en, 
up recording music which does;

he fifth floor of the Great West 
Saddlery Building is not such an 
odd place to find Fred Brown and 
several other betoqued and layered 
print artists. That is, once you re- 
gard the gravitation of artists to 
Smears as something inherent- 
jy natural, and once you have 
watched what goes up on the freight 
elevator in the course of one day. 


Massive pieces 


The sculptor whose cavernous 
space flanks the boiler room hauls 
massive pieces from the basement 
to his truck. For a recent installa- 
tion at Latitude 53, Brian Webb 
and Blair Brennan had a ton of 
rocks delivered to the main-floor 
gallery, heaping them in an eight- 
foot circle later redistributed to 
prevent the floor from sagging. 

To the four remaining levels pro- 
viding studio space fora number of 
professional painters and artists’ 
societies, the elevator hauls sup- 
plies and materials ranging from 
the bizarre — dismal sofas that have 
lost their last legs, a warped iron 
bed inexplicably reclaimed — to 
the prosy-buckets of homemade 
black paint, fibreboard, tarpaper. 
Given their preoccupation with sal- 






vage, you wonder where else such 
tenants might ply their trades. 

Taking the elevator to the fifth- 
floor printshop of the Society of 
Northern Alberta Print-Artists 
(S.N.A.P.) recalls another cliche, 
the one about starving artists. Here 
is a space worthy of its circumpolar 
designation; the shop must be 
about 10 degrees Celsius, and the 
office is even colder. 

But this shop resembling the icy 
circle of Dante’s Inferno is full today. 
A group of silkscreeners shiver un- 
der their woolies, and Brown shuffles 
under several sweaters and plastic 
track pants, scrutinizing work for an 
upcoming show and sale at his home 
(8555 80 Avenue) on Nov. 26 and 27 
from one to five p.m. He advises the 
general public thatrefreshments will

be served. He has pinned the three- 
foot by six-foot woodblock prints to 
the walls. 

There, the fuschia and leopard 
skin series of a print called “Ringo 
Starr” enframe his deliberate pace 
with delicate irony. Unfurled leaves 
of an elephant ear extend towards 
a bronzen patch of jungle sun 
scarcely imaginable this morning. 
In the centre, a voluptuous sculp- 
tural cocoon is intersected by a 
steel beam whose vibrating hotspots 
belie its insistent thrust. And whit- 
tled on its side, a scarab beetle — 
ancient symbol of life — scuttles 
towards metamorphosis. Whether 
an inter-gender dialogue about the 
rape of the environment, or a mere 
revel in the forest primeval, I am 
convulsed with laughter. Moreo- 





Creative crafts for Christmas 





| n an attempt to showcase the 

range of talent present in Cana- 
da’s art community and raise some 
funds for their activities, the Alber- 
ta Craft Council is presenting a 
Yuletide craft sale. 

When I arrived at the show, I was 
afraid that I would be tortured by an 
overflow of red and green macrame 
items. Fortunately, I was greeted by 
a diversity of work that ranged from 
traditional wood furniture and soap- 
Stone pipes from the Northwest 
Territories to Trudy Gallagher's 
clocks made from recycled sterling 
silver and aes clock a 


Chaudron’s work consists of metal 
and pewter goblets that have a pro- 
duced, assembly line look to them. In 
contrast, Dennis’ welded steel candle 
holders are a bit more unique to one 
another. Both are well-crafted and dif- 
fer only in the type of art lovers that 
they would attract. 

One other conversation-causer 
is Courtney Anderson’s work of cut 
reycled steel images, ranging from 
animals to the abstract.

“What they are about,” he replies, 
“is getting back to our physical selves 
We forget about enjoying simple 
things, like eating an apple or — and 
I know this sounds cliched — enjoy- 
ing nature. The process of creating 
the woodblock prints is related to 
the meaning of the work. I begin in 
one of two ways, either by painting 
from my own clay sculptures, or | 
choose things from everyday life — 
hands, coconuts, peppers, muscles, 
bananas. 

“I’m always surprised when 
showing work that people don’t 
realize how woodblock prints are 
done, because the process is so 
simple. It makes sense to me as a 
way of working because I use ply- 
wood and paper, things that are 
abundant in Canada. 


Physical process 


“I really enjoy the physical proc- 
ess of making these prints, and this 
process relates to the content of my 
work. The two are interrelated. As 
I’m cutting into the board, I expe- 
rience something that is both 
athletic and spiritual. After I’ve fin- 
ished my drawings and prepared 
the plywood, I can’t just start cut- 
ting right away. I have to get 
psyched up to do it 

“So, in part, this mental preparation 
for the choices I make and the prob- 
lems solved at each step in this process

are reflected in the colors I choose 
The colors aren't necessarily ones that 
you find in the real world. I want to 
create a mood so that a person can 
experience some of the struggles I did 
in creating the work.” 

Brown hopes that showing the 
work in his home will help to de- 
mythologize this method of 
artmaking and make it accessible 
to viewers who might not ordinar- 
ily attend a gallery 

“I also want to destroy the myth 
that my pieces are too large to hang 
on their walls. When they see 15 of 
them hanging in my little house, | 
think they'll get the point.” 


Palpable fiction 


An almost palpable friction ex- 
ists between aggressive forms and 
lyrical aspects of Brown's prints, 
and in this regard, he seems to be 
the jock of the print-making set. 
Planning strategies, reviewing old 
plays, and emeshing himself in a 
process which underlines the val- 
ue of struggle: Brown, and 
Edmonton Esk? Could be, given 
the intemperate conditions. 

He doesn’t find himself at odds 
with the esthetic, regarding this 
interplay of energy as a metaphor 
for life, for working through diffi- 
culties, and for resolving that most 
primal conflict of chaos versus or- 
der in small and meaningful ways. 

“I want to create something beau- 
tiful, perhaps not in the ordinary 
sense of the word, but something I 
find beautiful that others can ap- 
preciate as well.” ©

TOM PETTY 
Wildflowers 


(Warner) 


Wildflowers is Tom Petty's long-awaited 
second solo album, a bit ofan irony, consid- 
ering most of his work consists of at least 
some collaborations with his Heartbreak- 
ers cohorts. Not that his fans will mind, as 
this album is characteristically Petty. 

While the songs themselves are noth- 
ing to complain about — the album is 
intense and captivating throughout — 
after several listens, there are some causes 
for concern. Petty has a songwriting gift, 
no doubt about it, but it may be that 
instead of “Running Down A Dream,” he 
is running out of ideas. 

Many tracks on Wildflowers sound like 
sequels, or at least companions, to songs 
from Petty's past. “It’s Good To Be King” 
is musically related to “Into the Great 
Wide Open” and songs like “Honey Bee” 
and “Don’t Fade On Me” sound like cover 
versions of “Something In the Air.” 

Even still, despite his lack of musical 
vision, Petty has found a songwriting niche 
that works for him, and that’s good enough 
to carry him from hit album to hit album.

Accusing the label of not paying 
the band when promised and driving the 
members to nervous breakdowns, Pistel 
takes all of the sins of the music industry 
and blames it on his former employer.

Blues (Erato) Academy award-winning 
composer Legrand pounds his way 
through 78 minutes of works by 20th 
century American composers like 
Copeland, Joplin, Beach, Gershwin and 
Barber.

The Power of Prose 


Barry Lopez's fiction cure 


FIELD NOTES: THE GRACE 
NOTE OF THE CANYON WREN 
Barry Lopez 

Random House, 159 pp., $24. 





Cc aught in the photographer’s 
flash, Barry Lopez looks alert 
and curious as a fox, The author 
photograph on the back of his lat- 
est book shows a sharp and gentle 
man at home in cool woods. A man 
who might be a naturalist, or per- 
haps a wildlife biologist. 

But when he turns up to be 
interviewed - indoors, in the city 
- Barry Lopez resembles nothing 
so much as the writer he is. Wear- 
ing a green cotton shirt and a thin 
vest with a sheen to it, and toting 
a satchel full of notebooks, Lopez 
settles into literary conversation 
with the assurance of a lifetime’s 
practice. He has the manner and 
speech habits of an academic. He 
is thoughtful, precise, his sentenc- 
es bristling with qualifiers. 

Lopez wants to talk about cul- 
tural difference and the value of 
other ways of knowing. These are 
themes in his new book of stories, 
Field Notes: The Grace Note of | 


ie Canyon Wrap, smilieract on ;

Wolves and Men, Crow and Wea- 
sel, and a great deal of 
award-winning short fiction. He 
makes his home in rural Oregon, 
but says he feels more comfortable 
in Canada, in what he describes as 
“this doesn’ t-need-to-be-discussed 
multicultural reality”. 

“You walk down the streets of 
Edmonton, or Vancouver or To- 
ronto, and there’s lots of different 
faces, different clothing, different 
stuff - human cultural stuff — and 


the differences are not an issue, 


they are part of the fabric of every- 
day life.” 

Lopez is clearly upset by self- 
absorption and intolerance in his 
own country, which he says he 
finds “sad”. He describes the Unit- 
ed States using images of 
adolescence, as a young man in 
angst over unrequited love. “The 
United States is always asking itself 
why other nations don’t love it 
more. Why, when we bring all of

In the tale “Pearyland”, in Field 
Notes, stories serve as a kind of 
nourishment.

Lopez uses natural history as 4 
metaphor, but the landscape also 
satisfies a kind of hunger. In “The 
Runner”, a woman “has a hunger 
that’s fed by moving through the 
canyon” with balance, ae and 
awareness. 

Lopez says that even as a child he 
“trusted what I found [in nature] 
was authentic”. He says he is “driv- 
en by a hunger that I have had as 
long as | can remember: that is to 
see, and then come home and tell 2 
story.”
